OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Parts, April, 1869 
LirerAry circles are looking forward with con- 
siderable interest to the publication by M. Marius 
Topin (a nephew of M. Mignet, the historian) of the 
result of his researches into the history of the Iron 
Mask. He declares he has found in the archives 


all the papers relating to the trial of the person con- | 


fined in prison and known as the Iron Mask, and 
that none of the current hypotheses of the identity 
of the prisoner are true. He asserts all the stories 
current about the lron Mask are unfounded. It is 
not true the Iron Mask was supplied with royal 
linen and had a sumptuous table; it is not true, 
fishermen who found a silver dish which belonged 
to him were arrested ; it is not true, Louvois visited 


him; it is not true, the Iron Mask was the object of | 


the greatest attention and deferential respect. The 
Iron Mask was imprisoned in the quarter reserved 
for spies, and was subject to the ordinary regimen 
of the Bastille. But why was the unusual precau- 
tion of an iron mask used? M. Topin promises to 
explain all these controverted questions in a satis- 
factory manner. It is understood in literary cir- 
cles, his uncle and M. Thiers accept his conclusions 
as satisfactory. 

Here is a curious chapter of French literary his- 
tory, which | translate because it is signed by a 
responsible name. “Le Siécle’”’ is the political 
morning paper in possession of the largest circula- 
tion here. It is very wealthy, perhaps the richest 
newspaper in Paris. It farms its advertisements for 
$100,000 gold annually, which amount is considered 
here a large income from advertisements: “ Every- 
body knows that M. Louis Desnoyers, manager of the 
literary portion of ‘ Le Siécle,’ died at the close of 
last year, and that the sudden disappearance of this 
veteran of newspapers produced in the newspaper 
world neither a great sensation nor a deep mourn. 
ing. Novelists who had never had anything to do 
with this master of feut/letons remained indifferent 
when they heard of his death. Those who, less 
fortunate, had business relations with him, com- 
posed ab irato all sorts of little funeral orations 
which in no wise reminded one of Bossuet’s or 
Flechier’s style. At his burial, a Bohemian seemed 
to reckon the cost of the funeral, and exclaimed: 
‘Bigre! that must cost at least 1200f.’ A writer of 
tales and stories for ‘ Le Siecle’ answered: ‘If that 
was the agreed price, the funeral cost only 600f. 
He would have found out some way to divide with 
the undertaker.’ M. Louis Desnoyers, during his 
whole life, made but one calculation, applied all his 
pains and all his intellect to the solution of this 
problem: to draw from his position all the advan- 
tages it could give, all the profits it could yield. 
To obtain this result, he resorted to all sorts of 
combinations. He, the omnipotent manager of a 
Jeuilleton, forced himself more than once as a co- 
laborer upon writers who submitted their works to 
his juigment, and whose fate depended entirely 
upon him. It is easily comprehended that this part 
of co-labor was often problematical or limited to 
insignificant details; but that which was no 
chimera was the clear and substantial product of 
these leonine arrangements. It may be said, these 
arrangements were perfectly legitimate, since, after 
all, authors agreed to enter into them. True: but 
to what would not a peor author, goaded by pov- 
erty, consent, to see his work printed, a work to 
which he has devoted six months, or perhaps a year 
of toil, suffering, and privation? He has lived 
during this long and painful period only in the hope 
of reaching, by the publication of his work in some 
newspaper. to rapid reputation, gilt with fortune’s 
first beams. If all his pride and his sentiment of 
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| justice revolt despite his distress, if he repels the 
| Jewish pretensions of a man whose will is law, all 
his magnificent castles in the air tumble, and he is 
ruined. He doubtless hesitates, but he submits 
to the yoke forced on him, for he knows perfectly 
well he has no choice of means. He accepts the 
disreputable conditions, a reduction of one-half on 
the price of his labor—hard labor!—for it is all- 
important to him to be able to wait, to live. But 
what hatred brooeds under his apparent resigna- 
tion! In contemporary literature, M. Louis Des- 
noyers occupies a very modest place. The only 
thoughts awakened in us by the name of the 
author of ‘Les Aventures de Jean Paul Choppart’ 
and of ‘ Robert Robert’ are some agreeable souve- 
nirs of childhood.”’ 

A more striking contrast could not be afforded 
than existed between the career of M. Desnoyers 
and that of Le Pére Porée, an humble friend of 
literary men, who died here recently. He was an 
old clo’ dealer, who lent money to all the struggling 
literary men here, money not always returned, 


| Poor Murger was deeply indebted to him, morally 


and pecuniarily, and at one time had serious 
thought of dedicating a book to him. 

Workmen are now tearing down at Clamart (one 
of the suburban villages of Paris) a house with 
which is associated an interesting incident of the 
first French Revolution. It is situated at the en- 
trance of the village, and during the Revolution was 
an inn, with the sign Au Repos des Voyageurs. In 
March, 1794, Condorcet, under sentence of death 
and outlawed, ventured into that inn to breakfast. 
He had been wandering for some days in the neigh- 
borhood of Paris, hiding during the day in aban- 
doned quarries, even then numerous in that suburb 
of Paris. Tired of such a life, cold, hungry, weary, 
he determined to run the risk of entering the first 


‘inn he met. He had quitted Paris without a pass- 


port, but he had put ona round jacket of coarse 
gray cloth and wore a woollen cap such as teamsters 
wear, and he hoped no one would recognize him in 
this disguise. When. he entered the inn, he ordered 
an omelette. The master asked how many eegs 
he should put into it. Condorcet, who was igno- 
rant of domestic affairs, ordered half a dozen. This 
circumstance aroused the innkeeper’s suspicions, 
and the disordered clothes covered with mud, dis- 
hevelled hair, unkempt beard, worn and melancholy 
face, heightened these suspicions. Condorcet ob- 
served them, and to remove them drew from his 
pocket a handsome portfolio, the last vestige of his 
past splendor. A member of the Revolutionary 
Committee was seated in the coffee-room of the inn. 
The elegance of the portfolio showed him the new- 
comer was an “aristocrat.” He at once had him 
arrested and carried to the prison at Bourg-la- 
Reine, and ordered him to start without tasting 
food. Condorcet, who had eaten nothing for four- 
and-twenty hours, fainted on the road. He poi- 
soned himself in prison that same night.

tions. It will be found in one of the inner draw 
ers of the lemon-tree secretary which is in my PS 
chamber.’”?

On the other | 
side was a hideous skull. He sent a copy of it to 

M. Victor Hugo, and asked him to put into French

Death must fear you who cure, 

and must love me who hope. The lines you desire 

sprang forth on mere sight of the picture. Your

Here is another, which is 
characteristic and ludicrous enough: M. Victor 
Cousin had a laundress in whom he took a good 
deal of interest, having known her since she was an 
apprentice. He one day said to her: “My dear 
child, have you ever read anything by me?” “No, 
M. Cousin.” “-Would you like to read something I 
have written?” “Oh, yes! M. Cousin.” He went 
to a book-case, took out a duodecimo volume, “ Le 
Vrai, le Beau, le Bien,” and gave it to the iann- 
dress, who went her way delighted. At the end 
of the month she brought, as usual, her bill, M. 
Cousin examined it, and said: “Hem! Total, 13f. 
25c., from which we must deduct 3f. 50c. for the 
book you bought t’other day—balance, 9f. 25c. 
Here are 10f.; you may keep the 25c. for you, my 
dear.”

They now an- 
nounce “The Old College, being the Glisgow Uni- 
versity Album for 189.” As the University, es- 
tablished by Bishop Turnbull, under a Bull obtained 
from Pope Nicholas V. in 1451, is about being re- 
moved to a new site, it is probable that the Album 
is historical. There are twenty-five Professorial 
Chairs. The office-bearers are the Chancellor, 
elected for life; the Lord Rector, chosen triennially 
by the four “nations” or matriculated students ; 
the Principal, always one of the Professors, and the 
Dean of Faculties. The degree of Bachelor of Arts 
is not granted there, nor in any other Scotch Univer- 
sity, the lowest degree being that of Master of Arts, 
after which may be taken the degrees of Doctor of 
Medicine, Master of Surgery, and Bachelor of Di- 
vinity. The degrees of D.D., LL.D., and LL.B. 
are honorary, but not given now except in cases of 
eminent merit or high scholar-hip. Edinburgh is 


the only University in Scotland which grants the | 


degrees of Bachelor of Science and Doctor of Sci- 
ence. The election of Lord Rector, an office of no 
emolument, but during the last half century of no 
small honor, is made by the matriculated students, 
divided into nations: G/ottiana representing Lanark- 
shire; Transforthana, Scotland north of the river 
Forth; Rothseiana, the counties of Bute, Renfew, 
and Ayr; and Zondoniana all other places. The 
ages of these student-electors vary from twelve to 
seventeen years. Among the distinguished Rectors 
of the last fifty years are Thomas Campbell, the 
poet ; Sir James Mackintosh, Sir Walter Scott, Fran- 
cis Jeffrey, Sir Robert Peel, Sir Archibald Alison, 
the historian, T. B. Macaulay, Sir E. Bulwer Lytton,

Up to the time of his 
death, thirty-two years, he remained senior partner | 
of this firm, the title of which was afterwards 
changed to Little, Brown & Co. He was twice 
married ; first to Miss Hilliard, daughter of the 
late Deacon Hilliard, of Cambridge, by whom he 
had four sons and one daughter, who survive 
him. His second wife and widow was Miss Whea- 
ton, daughter of Henry Wheaton, the well-known 
writer on international law. Mr. Little owned a 
large amount of real estate in Cambridge, and many 
of the fine residences near Dana Hill are due to his 
taste and enterprise. His career as a business man 
is along and honorable one. Integrity, upright- 
hess, and great prudence characterized all his busi- 
ness transactions, and his conduct toward his in- 
feriors was gentlemanly, and courteous. He was 
one of the most respected citizens of Cambridge, 
and was president of the Charles River Bank for

RELIGIOUS, 

The Bold Frontier Preacher. A Portraiture of Rev. 
William Cravens, of Virginia. By Rev. J. B. 
Wakeley. pp. 119. Cincinnati: Hitchcock & 
Walden. 

The Rev. William Cravens’ name stands foremost 
amongst the band of sincere and fearless Christians, 
whose earnestness and determination carried the 
“ glad tidings” to the rough border population of 
the land. He was essentially a “ muscular Chris- 
tian,”? whose eloquence was not less convincing 
than his giant proportions and great strength. The 
work contains a short biography of Rev. W. Cra- 
vens, and a collection of anecdotes of his adven- 
tures. Many are very interesting, of which some 
have already appeared in the religious journals and 
elsewhere. 

A Commentary on the Confession of Faith. With 
Questions for Theologicul Students and Bible 
Classes. By Rev. Archibald Alexander Hodge, 
D.D. pp. 549. Philadelphia: Presbyterian Board 
of Publication. 

This work consists of a collection of articles for 
the assistance of theological students and ministers 
in the study of the principal articles of the Chris- 
tian belief. It contains an exhaustive analysis of 
all the chief doctrines, with numerous proofs and 
illustrations from Scripture, and following each 
chapter is a series of questions for the convenience 
of teachers and pupils. Great credit is due to the 
author for the care and labor manifested in the pro- 
duction of this book. All inclinations to contro- 
versy have been studiously avoided, while the most 
obvious and generally admitted sense of the text 
is pointed out with remarkable clearness. The 
boon thus conferred upon all who desire to obtain 
a higher and more intelligent knowledge of Divine 
teachings is great, and we have no doubt will be 
deservedly appreciated. 

The Treasury of Devotion. A Manual of Prayer 
for General and Daily Use. Compiled by a Priest. 
Edited by Rev. T. T. Carter, M.A., Rector of 
Clewes, Berks. pp. ix.,322. New York: Pott 
& Amery. 

This little work is, as its title indicates, a collec- 
tion of prayers for various times and circumstances, 
for the use of members of the Episcopal Church. 
Prefixed are tables of the lesser holydays, feasts, 
vigils, fasts, &c. The contents is divided into 
seven sections—Doctrine and Instruction, Daily 
Devotions, Devotions for Holy Communion, Peni- 





tential Devotions, Devotion for the Church’s Sea- | 


sons, Meditation, and Devotions for the Occasional 
Offices. The most careful discrimination is shown 


in the selection and fitness of the different prayers, | 


meditations, hymns, &c., which are derived from 
a number of sources, and are strictly in accordance 


with high-church doctrines. Among the works 

which have been used are “ Paradise of the Chris- 

tian Soul,” by Dr. Pusey ; “Priests to the Altar ;” 

“Eucheiridion, or Hoars of Sarum ;” “Hours of 

Passion,’’ and “ Hymns, Ancient and Modern.” In 

the doctrinal statements some recognized authority 

has been quoted, and in some cases the authority 
is given. To members of the Church this work 
will be found of great value, both for private devo- 
tion and family use. It is issued in a neat and 
convenient form, and may easily be carried in the 
pocket.

Index. By J. Madison Watson. pp. x., 240.

By a very simple arrangement every word through- 
out the exercises in this book has its phonetic pro- 
perties carefully pointed out. Great judgment has 
been shown in the selection of the materials, which 
have the desirable qualifications of simplicity and 
elegance. The illustrations, of which there are 
sixty, are excellent, and would alone place this 
work above many of its class. Too much care 
cannot be bestowed upon this subject, as, by pre- 
senting to the minds of children a high standard of 
artistic correctness, it materially assists them in 
forming a refined and correct taste. The type is 
large and clear, and the binding appears to be un- 
usually strong and serviceable.

Our Own Birds. A Familiar Natural History of the 
Birds of the United States. By William L. Baily.

Puvolishner’s Preface. 


It has been the aim of the publisher of the present edition of the Law Dictionary to vary in 
nothing from the general plan of Judge Bouvier, and to make only such modifications and additions 
in his work as the changing conditions of the law seemed to require. The period since the death of 
the able author has been so fruitful, however, both in legislative enactments and judicial decisions, 
that numerous alterations and additions have been rendered necessary, resulting in an aggregate 
‘herease of matter to the extent of more than fifty per cent. This new matter has been prepared by 
gentlemen of recognized eminence at the bar or on the bench, and peculiarly well acquainted with the 
special topics upon which they have treated. The general editorial supervision has been performed 
in a very thorough and efficient manner by Dantet. A. GLEason, Esq. The more useful part of Kel 
ham's Dictionary, which in former editions was printed as a supplement, has now been incorporated 
in the body of the work. Careful attention has been given to the citation of authorities, and they 
have been brought down to the date of the preparation of the respective articles. By making use 
of a more condensed form of arrangement and of a somewhat smaller-sized type than were employed 
in the old editions, the contents have been increased to the extent above named without a correspond- 
ing enlargenient of the bulk of the volumes. 

The publisher cannot hope that in so extensive a labor there have been no mistakes, either of 
omission or commission. He can only claim that he has spared neither time, labor, nor expense in 
the endeavor to make the book thoroughly accurate and complete; and he submits the present edition 
of Bouvier’s Law Dictionary to the profession and the general public, trusting that the work may be 
found even more valuable in the future than it has been in the past.
